U.S.  Tariff  Discussions.  —  Pharmaceu- 
tical and  fine  chemicals,  drugs,  medicinal 
products,  perfumery  and  flavouring  mate- 
rials, etc.,  are  among  the  long  list  of  items 
which,  according  to  the  U.S.  State  De- 
partment, are  to  be  discussed  at  tariff  talks 
to  be  held  in  Torquay  in  September.

Import  Licensing  Relaxations.  —  With 
effect  from  May  2,  further  additions  and 
amendments  have  been  made  to  the  list  of 
goods  on  open  general  licence.  From  that 
date  all  natural  essential  oils,  all  floral  con- 
cretes and  absolutes,  and  gum  labdanum 
(Group  3)  may  be  freely  imported  from 
the  usual  "  permitted  "  countries  to  which 
the  trade  liberalisation  policy  is  applied. 

Action  Deferred  on  Payments  Motion. — 

A  meeting  of  the  Management  Committee 
of  the  Executive  Councils  Association  (Eng- 
land) on  March  31  deferred  consideration 
of  the  resolution  submitted  by  the  Lan- 
cashire Executive  Council  on  delay  in  pay- 
ments to  chemists  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  11, 
p.  29^).  The  Association  understood  that 
the  Joint  Pricing  Committee  had  under 
consideration  new  schemes  "  of  a  revolu- 
tionary character  with  the  object  of  bring- 
ing pricing  up  to  date."  [A  member  of  the 
Committee  who  was  approached  disclaimed 
knowledge  of  any  such  scheme. — Editor.] 

Aureomycin   and   Chloromycetin. — On 

the  advice  of  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil the  Ministry  of  Health  has  decided  to 
extend  the  distribution  of  aureomycin 
and  Chloromycetin  for  the  treatment  (in 
hospital  only)  of  the  following  additional 
conditions  : — Aureomycin  :  Severe  staphylo- 
coccal infections  which  have  proved  resis- 
tant to  penicillin  in  adequate  doses. 
Chloromycetin :  Acute  laryngotracheo 
bronchitis  in  infants.  For  other  conditions 
in  which  these  antibiotics  may  be  used  see 
C.  &  D.,  1949.  II.  p.  684. 

Women  Pharmacists'  Annual  Meeting. 

— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  held 
in  London  on  April  19,  the  president  (Miss 
E.  F.  Hayward)  welcomed  members  from 
the  Manchester  and  Merseyside  Branches, 
who  were  among  those  present.  She  gave 
a  brief  address  on  the  three  "  knows  "  to 
which  women  in  pharmacy  should  pay  at- 
tention. The  first  was  to  know  facts,  as  it 
was  essential  to  keep  up-to-date  on  modern 
trends  in  pharmacy ;  the  second,  to  know 
people — they  should  make  more  contacts 
with  their  colleagues,  she  said,  especially 
in  fields  other  than  their  own ;  and  the 
third  to  know  the  world.  More  oppor- 
tunities existed  today  for  working  abroad, 


and  they  provided  valuable  experience.  Fo 
those  who  had  ties  in  this  country  ther 
were  many  varieties  of  pharmaceutics 
work  within  the  British  Isles,  and  it  migr 
be  possible  to  obtain  experience  of  moi 
than  one  of  them.

Members'    Night    at    Harrow.  —  The

EXTENSIONS  AT  GREENFORD. — Work  on  large- 
scale  extensions  to  the  research  and  development 
division  and  pharmaceutical  block  at  Glaxo  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  Greenford,  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  the  middle  of  the  year.

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IRISH  NEWS 

Northern  Ireland  Health  Services. — At 

a  meeting  of  the  Northern  Ireland  General 
Health  Services  Board  on  April  26,  it  was 
recommended  that  supplies  of  posters 
similar  to  those  issued  in  Great  Britain  to 
promote  the  return  of  empty  medicine  bot- 
tles should  be  distributed  to  Northern  Ire- 
land chemists,  and  that  the  British  Broad- 
casting Corporation  and  Women's  Volun- 
tary Services  should  be  requested  to  assist. 
It  was  also  decided  to  advertise  further  in 
the  Press.  The  secretary  said  that  the  res- 
ponse for  the  return  of  empty  bottles  had 
been  poor.  Reference  was  made  to  the 
packing  of  tablets  in  paper  bags,  and  the 
secretary  said  that  if  members  heard  of 
any  cases  they  could  bring  the  matter  be- 
fore the  Services  Committee.  Reference 
was  made  to  a  complaint  by  a  person  who 
had  not  appeared  before  the  Committee  to 
substantiate  it,  thereby  causing  several 
members  much  inconvenience,  and  it  was 
announced  that  in  future  a  note  would  be 
sent  to  complainants  asking  them  if  they 
were  prepared  to  appear  before  a  com- 
mittee to  substantiate  their  complaint. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of 
Ireland. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ire- 
land, held  recently  in  Belfast,  the  president 
(Mr.  Fred  Storey,  C.B.E.)  in  the  chair,  the 
annual  report  and  financial  statement  were 
submitted  by  Mr.  H.  McQuitty  (secretary). 
Moving  adoption  of  the  reports,  Mr. 
Storey  said  that  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vices had  caused  practically  all  dispensing 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  and  reports  showed  a  great 
drop  in  the  sale  of  proprietary  articles.  It 
was  noted  with  concern  that  mention  had 
been  made  in  the  King's  Speech  regarding 
legislation  dealing  with  pharmaceutical 
services.  Prices  of  many  chemicals,  drugs 
and  surgical  dressings  had  risen  consider- 
ably owing  to  the  devaluation  of  the  pound. 
Many  complaints  had  been  made  about  the 
serious  delay  in  the  delivery  of  cross-Chan- 
nel goods  and  the  collection  of  empties, 
and  the  trade  organisations  concerned  had 
taken  up  the  matter  with  the  shipping 
companies.  Mr.  Hannawin  seconded  adop- 
tion of  the  reports,  which  were  passed.  The 
Haslett  Memorial  medal  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  Maurice  F.  Dougan,  72  O'Connell 
Street,  Clonmel,  co.  Tipperary.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  J.  Irwin,  seconded  by  Mr.

■diness,  nothing  can  be  simpler  than  to 
Bye  money  by  paying  less  for  value  re- 
■sived;  This  fresh  example  of  cheeseparing, 
■llowing  so  soon  after  the  reduction  in 


the  container  allowance,  makes  one  wonder 
what  the  next  blow  will  be.  The  bitterness 
caused  by  a  despotic  act  is  increased  by 
the  fact  that  the  Ministry  owes  a  sub- 
stantial sum  for  dispensing  not  yet  paid 
for  in  full.  Those  who,  before  the  Act  came 
into  force,  warned  their  colleagues  against 
expecting  too  much  from  it  are  now  seen  to 
have  been  fully  justified  in  their  caution. 
Whatever  may  be  agreed  upon  by  a  Whit- 
ley Council  or  as  the  result  of  arbitration, 
this  episode  has  shaken  the  confidence  of 
contracting  chemists  in  the  policy  of  the 
Ministry.  The  "  gestures  of  goodwill  " 
cited  on  p.  535  have,  in  the  light  of  sub- 
sequent events,  an  ironical  aspect. 
"  Timeo  Danaos  et  dona  ferentes." 

F.B.I.  Presidential  Address 

By  a  coincidence  the  Federation  of  Brit- 
ish Industries  held  its  annual  meeting  (p. 
547)  on  the  same  day  as  the  Association  of 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  and,  like 
the  Association,  had  an  amalgamation  to 
report.  Collaboration  between  the  Federa. 
tion  and  the  British  Export  Trade  Research 
Organisation  (B.E.T.R.O.)  will,  as  was 
pointed  out,  not  only  eliminate  overlapping 
but  will  also  be  a  move  towards  improving 
"  the  constructive  help  available  to  British 
exporters."  B.E.T.R.O  will  henceforth  be 
independent  of  Government  grants,  and 
will  be  financed  by  its  members  and  by 
firms  using  its  services.  As  on  previous 
occasions,  the  speech  of  the  president  (Sir 
Robert  Sinclair,  who  was  re-elected)  in- 
cluded several  wise  observations.  His  re- 
marks on  trade  associations  were  much  to 
the  point,  and  should  be  borne  in  mind  by 
many  people  outside  these  associations. 
There  had  been,  he  said,  too  little  recog- 
nition of  the  work  done  for  industry  by 
them  :  research  and  exchange  of  technical 
information  were  among  the  examples 
given.  Another  function  Sir  Robert  added, 
was  "  to  ensure  that  any  arrangements  for 
price  maintenance  or  control  were  designed 
to  promote  and  not  restrict  efficiency."  In 
another  part  of  his  speech  the  president 
referred  to  the  place  of  team-work  and  that 
of  individual  efforts  in  promoting  export 
trade.  While  many  "  productivity  teams  " 
had  visited  the  United  States,  and  others 
were  going  there,  success  in  the  export  drive 
must  largely  depend  on  the  efforts  of  in- 
dividual firms,  while  co-operative  action 
should  be  adopted  when  exports  were  im- 
peded by  unreasonable  tariffs.  Xfflyser

LEGAL  REPORT 

Contract  Breach  Decision. — An  alleged 
breach  of  contract  to  deliver  five  tons 
Mexican  candelilla  wax  was  the  subject  of 
an  action  in  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
London,  on  April  25.  The  plaintiffs, 
Chas.  H.  Windschuegl,  Ltd.,  merchants, 
Leadenhall  Street,  London,  E.C.2,  claimed 
that  in  August  1949  they  contracted  to 
buy  from  the  defendants,  Alexander  Picker- 
ing &  Co.,  Ltd.,  5  tons  of  the  wax  at 
£275  per  ton,  c.i.f.  London,  September- 
October  delivery.  Defendants  failed  to 
deliver.  An  offer  of  2  tons  of  wax,  for 
which  defendants  obtained  an  import 
licence,  at  £425  per  ton,  was  made  but 
refused.  Ultimately  plaintiffs  had  to  buy 
elsewhere,  and  they  now  claimed 
£553  12s.  iod.,  the  difference  in  the  con- 
tract price  and  the  price  they  had  to  pay. 
Defendants  contended  that  there  was  no 
binding  contract  in  August,  but  merely  an 
agreement  to  contract  if  an  import  licence 
could  be  obtained.  As  the  suggested  trans- 
action was  for  "  five  tons  or  nothing," 
defendants  considered  they  were  at  liberty 
to  treat  the  two  tons  for  which  they  ob- 
tained the  licence  as  on  a  different  footing. 
The  judge  said  that  defendants'  represen- 


tative honestly  felt  that  in  August  1941 
there  was  no  binding  agreement,  and  tha 
he  had  not  committed  himself,  either  ii 
law  or  as  a  matter  of  ordinary  busines 
morality,  to  any  contract.  But  defendant 
were  under  an  obligation  to  use  their  bes 
endeavours  to  obtain  an  import  licence! 
and  there  was  nothing  to  show  that,  ha< 
an  application  been  made  for  an  impor 
licence  for  three  further  tons  for  Octobe 
shipment  it  would  not  have  been  granted 
for  the  position  was  then  easier.

'n  what  date  these  new  arrangements 
/ould  come  into  force,  and  what  notice 


had  been  given  of  the  proposed  changes. 
Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan  :  The  amount  of 
the  overhead  oncost,  added  to  the  price  of 
drugs  and  certain  appliances,  is  being  re- 
duced from  33  per  cent,  to  16  per  cent, 
from  May  1,  but  if  a  different  percentage 
is  agreed  by  the  Whitley  Council,  or  is 
awarded  by  an  arbitrator,  that  different 
percentage  will  be  substituted  as  from  May 
1.  The  proposal  to  reduce  the  oncost  was 
submitted  to  the  Whitley  Council  on 
March  18,  the  contractors  committee  was 
consulted  on  April  14  about  the  date  from 
which  reduction  should  take  effect. 

Night  Pharmaceutical  Service 

Mr.  E.  A.  Hardy  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  whether  he  had  considered  a  re- 
quest received  from  the  Salford  Executive 
Council  for  permission  to  establish  an  all- 
night  chemist  service  for  patients  who  were 
attended  by  their  doctor  late  in  the  even- 
ings when  chemists  were  closed;  and  what 
were  his  intentions  in  regard  to  the  mat- 
ter. Mr.  Bevan  said  he  was  unable  to 
approve  it  as  a  charge  on  Exchequer 
funds.  The  appropriate  regulations  al- 
ready provided  for  the  supply  of  drugs  in 
an  emergency. 

Aureomycin  in  Animal  Husbandry 

Mr.  R.  De  la  Bere  asked  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  on  April  27  whether  he 
would  take  steps  to  test  the  claims  made 
by  leading  industrial  chemists  that  a  ^mall 
quantity  of  aureomycin,  when  mixed  with 
a  ton  of  animal  feed,  produced  a  50  per 
cent,  speed-up  in  the  growth  of  farm  stock, 
and,  so  far  as  warranted,  he  would  make 
supplies  available  to  livestock  rearers 
throughout  the  country.    (See  also  p.  584.) 

Mr.  T.  Williams  said  that  the  ques- 
tioner no  doubt  had  in  mind  the  addition 
of  vitamin  Bi2,  in  residues  of  aureomycin 
and  streptomycin,  to  animal  diets  deficient 
in  animal  protein.  Such  deficient  diets  led 
to  a  retarded  growth  rate  in  non-ruminant 
animals,  and  the  addition  of  the  vitamin 
in  that  way  appeared  to  enable  the  growth 
rate  to  return  to  that  normally  obtained 
from  feeding-stuffs  containing  animal  pro- 
tein. The  matter  was  under  investigation, 
more  particularly  at  the  National  Institute 
for  Research  in  Dairying.  The  results 
would  be  made  known  as  soon  as  they  had 
proved  of  value  to  the  agricultural  com- 
munity.

The  Oncost  Cut 

The  report  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chem- 
ist Contractors  Committee)  dealt,  among 
other  things,  with  the  proceedings  at  an 
emergency  meeting  on  April  18.  at  which 
Counsel's  opinion  on  the  legality  of  the 
intended  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  impose  an  absolute  cut  in  oncost  at 
May  1  had  been  reported  and  action 
authorised.  It  was  also  reported  that,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  management  and  staff  sides 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  on 
the  same  date,  the  management  side  had 
been  asked  to  substantiate  with  facts  the 
assumptions  on  which,  in  large  measure, 
the  official  case  for  a  reduction  in  oncost 
rested.  The  Ministry  had  undertaken  to 
put  certain  up-to-date  pricing  work  in 
hand,  and  it  was  agreed  that,  until  the 
factual  information  so  secured  had  been 
submitted  by  the  Ministry,  the  date  for  a 
Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
Representatives  should  be  left  open.  The 
Executive  authorised  action  in  preparation 
for  the  negotiations  within  the  Whitley 
Council  after  a  Conference  had  been  held. 
The  Executive  expressed  its  concern  that 
information  on  the  impending  oncost 
charge  should  have  appeared  in  the  Press 
on  April  22.  before  contractors  had  had 
direct  notification,  and  it  was  explained 
that  that  was  due  to  a  Post  Office  error.

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DEATH  OF  PHARMACY'S  "  GRAND  OLD  MAN 


Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Ph.C. 


Pharmacy  suffers  a  severe  loss  in  the 
death,  at  his  home,  28  Pinner  Hill  Road, 
Pinner,  Middlesex, 
on  April  26.  after 
a  short  illness  of 
Mr.  Andrew  Ralph 
Melhuish.  Ph.C, 
aged  eighty.  Mr. 
Melhuish  had  been 
a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical 
Society  since  he 
was  co-opted  to  it 
in  1 91 9.  Although 
previously  (in  19 18) 
he  had  unsuccess- 
fully contested  an 
election,  in  1923 
(the  first  occasion 
on  which  he  was  called  upon  to  defend  his 
seat)  he  gained  second  place.  He  was  pre- 
sident of  the  Society  in  1930-32  and  there- 
after headed  the  poll  at  every  contest.  A 
past-chairman,  and  the  treasurer  until  his 
death,  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  its  allied  organisations,  he  had 
taken  from  the  first  an  active  interest  in 
pharmaceutical  aspects  of  National  Health 
Insurance  and  the  National  Health  Service. 
He  took  part  in  preparing  the  first  In- 
surance formulary  (the  London  Insurance 
Formulary),  and  in  1918  succeeded  the 
late  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  on  the  Lon- 
don Insurance  Committee  of  which  he  was 
later  chairman.  He  had  given  evidence 
before  the  Royal  Commission  on  National 
Health  Insurance  was  chairman  of 
the  Central  N.H.I,  and  Central  N.H.S. 
(Contractors)  Committees  and  a  member 
of  the  (later  abandoned)  Joint  Committee 
on  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service. 
During  the  period  19 14-16  he  was  pre- 
sident of  the  Western  (London)  Pharma- 
cists' Association. 

Conference  Chairman 

On  the  academic  side  Mr.  Melhuish  was 
for  many  years  an  examiner  of  the  Society, 
and  a  member  of  its  Codex  Committee.  In 
1 94 1  he  was  chairman  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  in  London.  Mr. 
Melhuish  was  also  a  member  of  the  Statu- 
tory Committee  and  had  given  evidence 
before  the  Departmental  Committee  on 
Morphine  and  Heroin  Addiction. 

Apprenticed  with  Williams  &  Peters, 
London,  he  later  worked  in  the  laboratories 


of  Idris  Ltd..  under  Dr.  W.  H.  Symor 
He  qualified  in  1891  and  passed  the  Pha 
maceutical  Chemist  examination  the  san 
year.  Subsequently  he  served  with  Squi 
&  Son,  Oxford  Street,  London,  for  tv 
years  before  acquiring,  in  1898,  the  bus 
ness  of  E.  Burden  &  Co..  Duke  Stree 
London.  W.i,  which  he  conducted  uni 
his  death. 

Appreciations 

Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson,  M.P.S.  (former 
secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutic 
Union),  writes :  With  the  passing  of  M 
A.  R.  Melhuish,  pharmacy  has  lost  tl 
finest  gentleman  that  there  has  ever  bee 
in  my  opinion  in  our  calling. 

I  had  known  him  for  over  thirty  yea: 
as  a  friend  and  colleague  ;  he  was  univer 
ally  respected  for  his  integrity  an 
honesty  of  purpose,  which  were  never  que 
tioned  during  the  whole  of  his  pharm; 
ceutical  career.  Having  spent  much  of  h 
business  life  as  the  proprietor  of  a  pha: 
macy  catering  for  the  aristocracy,  h 
might  have  developed  a  superior  attitud 
to  his  less  fortunate  brethren,  but  he  mad 
himself  the  friend  and  protagonist  of  th 
small  proprietor,  and  took  a  keen  interei 
in  the  affairs  of  the  N.P.U.  His  unselfis 
devotion  to  public  pharmaceutical  wor 
is  an  outstanding  example  of  that  volur 
tary  public  service  which  was  more  chai 
acteristic  of  his  generation.  Without  seel 
ing  honours  he  was  elected  to  and  fille 
with  distinction  all  the  highest  honorar 
positions  in  pharmacy. 

He  stood  out  for  the  best  in  pharmaceuti 
cal  organisation,  and  fought  steadily  t 
improve  the  calling  and  its  qualification: 
He  set  an  ideal  for,  and  has  been  the  ac 
miration  of  two  generations  of  pharmacists 
he  gave  the  whole  of  his  spare  time  I 
pharmaceutical  work  declaring  that  it  wa 
the  finest  possible  hobby.  It  meant  mucl 
that  would  have  been  regarded  by  other 
as  a  sacrifice  of  leisure,  but  he  deemec 
it  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  serve  h: 
fellow  pharmacists. 

An  able  protagonist,  he  was  quite  un 
able  to  quarrel — a  quality  that  made  hin 
loved  and  respected  even  by  those  wh( 
opposed  him.  His  passing  creates  a  va 
cancy  in  pharmacy  which  will  be  difficul 
to  fill,  because  he  was  unique  in  the 
breadth  and  depth  of  his  pharmaceutica 
and  public  experience.  He  was  a  lovable 
personality  and  in  view  of  his  age  had 
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ome  the  grand  old  man  of  pharmacy, 
died  in  harness,  which  he  desired.  He 
e  told  me  he  dreaded  the  time  when 
would  feel  unable  to  carry  on  his  life's 
rk  for  pharmacy.  I  have  many  trea- 
ed  memories  of  him,  and  shall  miss  him 
eedingly.

ROYAL  INSTITUTE  OF  CHEMISTRY 


ifessor  J.  W.  Cook  (chair  of  chemis- 
Glasgow  University),  in  his  presiden- 
address   to   the   Royal    Institute  of 
mistry  in  Glasgow  recently,  said  that 
ical  laboratories  provided  an  essential 
ice  in  the  modern  hospital  and  would 
)me  more  important  as  the  National 
1th  Service  developed.  Pathological, 
teriological  and  chemical  examinations 
e  there  contributed  largely  to  the  accu- 
diagnosis  of  disease.  Yet  the  chemists' 
in  elevating  the  medical  profession 
prestige  higher  than  it  had  ever  pre- 
sly  enjoyed  had  received  little  or  no 
lowledgment  from  the  public  at  large 
d  a  somewhat  grudging  recognition  by 
doctors"  whose  attitude,  he  thought, 
due  in  part  to  ignorance  of  the  extent 
heir  debt  to  their  chemical  colleagues, 
re  was  need  to  publicise  and  enlighten 
public  about  chemists,  their  work,  and 
achievements  of  chemistry.  A  factor 
ibly  responsible  for  varying  standards 
work  in  hospital  laboratories  was  the 
culty  in  recruiting  chemists  of  suitable 
re,  which  was  partly  connected  with 
s  and  conditions  of  service.  There 
no  doubt  that  in  the  past  those  had 
strong  deterrents, 
he  Institute's  Council  had  been  con- 
ed at  the  pressure  placed  on  chemists 
^oin  trade  unions,  particularly  in  the 
onalised  industries.  It  would  be  a  de- 
n  to  suppose  that  a  relatively  small 


trade  union  of  scientific  workers  could  ex- 
ercise such  power  as  the  numerically  large 
bodies  representing  industrial  workers. 

Another  disquieting  factor  was  the  mod- 
ern tendency  to  standardise  scales  of  salary 
and  to  discourage  initiative.  Professor  Cook 
doubted  whether  a  system  in  which  merit 
and  industry  went  unrewarded  and  ineffi- 
ciency and  sloth  unpunished  was  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  community  at  large. 

Research  Objectives 

The  view  that  research  would  have  to 
be  directed  more  and  more  to  the  solution 
of  the  urgent  problems  facing  human  civili- 
sation, such  as  those  connected  with  food 
production,  was  expressed  by  Dr.  W.  M. 
Cumming  (formerly  director,  School  of 
Chemistry,  Royal  Technical  College,  Glas- 
gow), who  gave  the  G.  G.  Henderson 
Memorial  lecture.  Dr.  Cumming  said  that 
there  was  no  first-class  reference  library  in 
technology  throughout  Scotland.  That  was 
a  problem  that  would  have  to  be  faced. 
Could  not  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  which  had  done 
so  much  for  the  development  of  industry 
in  general,  sponsor  some  such  scheme  for 
disseminating  knowledge  to  those  who 
would  use  it,  if  it  were  made  readily  avail- 
able? It  should  not  be  impossible  for  first- 
class  sectional  reference  libraries,  for  ex- 
ample, on  ceramics  in  Stoke,  and  on  en- 
gineering in  Glasgow,  to  be  set  up. 
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In  a  review  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
in  Scotland  during  the  first  year  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  the  report  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  1949 
(which  incorporates  the  first  report  of  the 
Scottish  Health  Services  Council),  recently 
published  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  shows 
that  during  the  period  about  15  million 
N.H.S.  prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  £2,750,000,  or  3s.  8d. 
per  prescription.  The  number  dispensed 
for  insured  persons  during  the  last  twelve 
months  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme  was  about  \\  millions,  while  the 
Use  Made  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service

number  of  private  prescriptions  for  the 
same  period  was  estimated  at  8|  millions. 
The  number  of  private  prescriptions  in 
1948-49  is  not  known,  but  may  have  been 
about  one  million,  so  that  the  total  in- 
crease in  the  year  was  probably  about  3 
million  prescriptions  or  about  23  per  cent. 
The  rate  of  prescribing  increased  con- 
siderably after  the  Service  began, 
the  numbers  for  the  later  months 
of  1949  being  about  one-quarter 
higher  than  for  the  corresponding  months 
of  1948  (see  table).  The  total  number  of 
prescriptions  for  the  calendar  year  1949 
was  about  17  millions.  The  cost  per  pre- 
scription increased,  from  40. 8d.  in  Sep- 
tember 1948  to  46.4d.  in  April  1949. 

The  greatly  increased  number  of  pre- 
scriptions proved  beyond  the  capacity  of 


the  pricing  bureau,  which  experien< 
difficulty  in  securing  additional  accomr 
dation  and  staff,  and  the  work  of  pric 
fell,  consequently,  into  arrears. 

Health  Records 

Several  new  health  records  were  m; 
during  the  year.  The  infantile  morta 
rate,  for  example,  was  reduced  to  4 
per  1,000  live  births  (39  per  cent,  be] 
the  1941-45  average),  maternal  morta 
fell  to  1.3  per  1,000  births  (against 
in  1948  and  3.6  in  1941-45)  and  the  g 
eral  death  rate  to  12.3  per  1,000.  Th 
was  a  further  decrease  in  the  number 
deaths  from  infectious  diseases. 

The  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuf 
culosis  showed  about  a  10  per  cent,  d 
from  the  high  figures  of  the  past 
years,  but  it  had  not  yet  fallen  to  the  J 
war  level,  and  the  number  of  new  c 
notified  showed  a  further  rise.

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CHEMISTRY  AND  CULTURE 


Professor  John  Read,  F.R.S.  (professor 
f  chemistry,  University  ^  of  St.  Andrews) 
hose  the  subject  "  Chemistry  as  an  Instru- 
lent  of  Culture"  as  the  title  of  the  Pope 
lemorial  lecture  which  he  read  to  the 
Loyal  Society  of  Arts  in  London  recently, 
elow  is  an  abstract  of  his  address. 
From  1907-15,  at  Manchester  and, 
hiefly,  at  Cambridge,  I  spent  more  than 
ght  years  with  Pope  in  close  collabora- 
ve  research.  Most  of  our  work  was  of  a 
ereochemical  nature,  and  included  the 
emonstration  for  the  first  time  of  optical 
:tivity  in  a  centroasymmetric  compound, 
td  the  synthesis  of  the  simplest  molecu- 
rly  asymmetric  compound  known, 
amely,  chloroiodomethanesulphonic  acid. 
~e  was  a  man  of  "  deep  culture,  with 
jde  interests,  ranging  from  his  beloved 
ereochemistry  and  crystallography  to 
hotography,  literature,  languages,  art, 
msic,  and  the  drama."  He  had  also  the 
istes  of  a  connoisseur,  particularly  in  al- 
hemical  paintings  and  engravings,  apothe- 
aries'  jars  and  mortars,  and  choice  edi- 
ons  and  bindings  of  English  and  foreign 
terary  classics. 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  recently 
bout  an  imagined  clash  between  science 
nd  culture.  The  inherent  problem  is  spe- 
ialisation,  and  is  not  peculiar  to  science, 
"he  ideal  education  should  maintain  a 
roper  balance  between  studies  in  arts  and 
cience.  Le  Chatelier  has  said  that:  — 

The  proper  way  to  train  scientists  is  not  to 
verload  the  memory  of  students  daily  with  in- 
rmation,  in  the  belief  that  to  develop  a  taste 
r  science  it  is  necessary  above  all  to  endow  their 
tellectual  faculties  with  a  certain  orientation  and 
certain  diligence.  Rather,  as  Plutarch  said  long 
go,  £  The  child's  mind  is  not  a  vessel  to  be  filled, 
ut  a  fire  to  be  kindled.'  " 

Chemistry  deployed  in  space — or  chemical 
eography,  as  I  have  called  it — links  the 
tudent  of  chemistry  with  economics  and 
adustry,  and  even  brings  him  to  appre- 
iate  some  of  the  underlying  causes  of  in- 
ernational  rivalry  and  strife.  When  we 
egin  to  look  at  chemistry  deployed  in 
ime,  however,  we  realise  more  fully  how  ' 
hemistry  itself  may  become  a  cultural 
nd  humanistic  instrument  of  high  value, 
'or,  of  all  the  branches  of  science,  che- . 
nistry  is  the  most  romantic;  and  in  its 
ariegated  history,  stretching  back  through 
aore  than  a  millennium  of  alchemy  into 
he  primitive  civilisations  of  the  world,  che- 
nists  have  a  richly  humanistic  heritage. 

Pope  devoted  much  attention,  particu- 
arly  in  his  later  years,  to  the  collection 
i    paintings    and    engravings  featuring 


alchemy.  His  treasures  included  examples 
of  the  work  of  Teniers,  Wijck,  Bega,  Steen, 
van  Heemskerk,  and  other  painters.  Among 
artistic  items  of  a  later  date,  Pope  had 
assembled  an  unusually  complete  series  of 
the  rich  reproductions  in  mezzotint  of  the 
paintings  of  Joseph  Wright,  the  eighteenth 
century  painter  of  Derby,  whose  strangely 
effective  high-lights  are  seen  to  such  ad- 
vantage in  his  representation  of  the  dis- 
covery of  phosphorus  and  in  his  charming 
study  of  an  old  philosopher  giving  a  lec- 
ture on  the  orrery.  Pope's  fine  collection 
would  have  been  of  particular  value  to 
British  students  of  historical  science,  be- 
cause of  the  great  scarcity  of  artistic  works 
of  this  kind  in  the  galleries  and  museums 
of  Great  Britain. 

EARNINGS  AND  HOURS 

In  October  1949,  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
conducted  an  inquiry  in  order  to  obtain 
particulars  of  the  average  weekly  earnings 
and  working  hours  of  manual  wage- 
earners  employed  in  manufacturing  indus- 
tries in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  results 
of  the  inquiry  are  published  in  the  cur- 
rent (March)  issue  of  the  "Ministry  of 
Labour  Gazette."  In  the  first  table  below 
are  given  average  earnings  of  wage-earners 
in  the  pharmaceutical,  toilet  and  perfu- 
mery industry  in  the  last  pay  week  in  Oc- 
tober 1949.  Figures  in  the  second  column 
relate  to  the  numbers  of  wage-earners 
covered  by  the  returns.

What  is  Addiction? 

\.  distinction  between  "  drugs  of  addic- 
ion  "  and  "  habit-forming  drugs  "  is  made 
n  definitions  recommended  by  the  World 
Health  Organisation's  Expert  Committee 
in  Drugs  Liable  to  Produce  Addiction — 

I  distinction  that  was  already  implicit  in 
he  change  to  that  title  by  the  former 
Expert  Committee  on  Habit-forming 
Drugs.  The  Committee,  which  is  composed 
f  pharmacists,  doctors  and  chemists, 
eached  agreement  on  definitions  of  three 
lasic  terms,  and  the  definitions  are  to  be 
ecommended  to  the  Commission  on  Nar- 
otic  Drugs  of  the  Economic  and  Social 
Council  for  general  adoption. 

"  Drug  addiction "  is  defined  as  a  state 
f  "  periodic  or  chronic  intoxication, 
etrimental  to  the  individual  and  to  soc- 
;ty,  produced  by  the  repeated  consump- 
ion  of  a  drug  (natural  or  synthetic)." 
ymptoms  shown  by  addicts  include  "  (1) 

II  overpowering  desire  or  need  (compui- 
on)  to  continue  taking  the  drug  and  to 
btain  it  by  any  means  ;  (2)  a  tendency  to 
lcrease  the  dose ;  and  (3)  a  psychological 
id  sometimes  a  physical  dependence  on 
le  effects  of  the  drug."  An  "  addiction- 
roducing  drug "  is  defined  as  one  that 
roduces  addiction  as  laid  down  in  the 
revious  definition.  Finally,  a  "  habit- 
>rming  drug  "  is  defined  as  one  which  is 
j  may  be  taken  repeatedly  "  without  the 
roduction  of  all  of  the  characteristics  out- 
tied  in  the  definition  of  addiction,  and 
hich  is  not  generally  considered  to  be 
etrimental    to    the    individual    and  to 


society."  The  Committee  considered  that 
the  expression  "  habit-forming,"  in  the 
sense  of  "  addiction-producing,"  should  be 
avoided  in  all  texts  relating  to  drug 
addiction.  The  further  recommendation  is 
made  that  Governments  throughout  the 
world  should  be  urged  to  undertake  or 
amplify  medical  research  on  addiction. 

Covenant  to  Repair  and 
Intention  to  Demolish 

An  important  decision  has  recently  been 
given  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  the 
question  whether  a  tenant  is  liable  to 
carry  out  repairs  under  the  covenants  of 
his  lease  or  tenancy  agreement  or,  alter- 
natively, to  pay  damages  in  lieu  thereof 
in  cases  where  at  the  end  of  the  lease  his 
premises  are  to  be  pulled  down.  The 
problem  is  becoming  one  of  practical  inter- 
est because  schemes  of  development  are 
contemplated  by  local  authorities. 

Prior  to  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act, 
1927,  a  landlord  was  entitled  to  recover 
the  full  measure  of  damage  from  a  tenant 
who,  at  the  end  of  his  lease,  had  not 
carried  out  the  repairs  required  by  his 
covenants,  even  though  the  next  day  the 
landlord  might  be  going  to  pull  down  the 
whole  of  the  property  and  erect  a  new 
building  on  the  site.  The  Act  removed 
that  grievance  by  providing  that  the  ten- 
ant was  not  liable  in  such  a  case.  But 
the  provisions  occasioned  certain  difficulties 
which  may  be  regarded  as  having  now  been 
substantially  cleared. 

Two  recent  cases  have  had  a  bearing  on 
the  subject.  According  to  the  first  (Salis- 
bury v.  Gilmore)  so  long  as  the  landlord 
had  the  intention  of  pulling  down  the 
building  at  the  date  when  the  lease  came 
to  an  end,  the  tenant  could  not  be  liable 
on  the  covenant,  even  though,  at  a  still 
later  date,  the  landlord  may  have  com- 
pletely altered  his  intention  in  that  re- 
spect. The  crucial  date,  therefore,  is  seen 
to  be  the  date  when  the  lease  comes  to 
an  end.  If  the  tenant  can  show  that,  be- 
fore the  date  on  which  his  lease  ended, 
the  landlord  had  decided  to  pull  down 
the  building  and  that  his  intention  to  do 
so  still  subsisted  at  that  date,  then  he  is 
not  liable. 
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Unfortunately,  numerous  building  re- 
strictions imposed  in  consequence  of  the 
war,  and  by  recent  statutes  such  as  the 
Town  Planning  Act,  considerably  whittled 
down  the  relief  to  which  the  tenant  was 
entitled  under  these  provisions.  As  mat- 
ters stand  at  present,  it  is  problematical 
whether  the  relief  to  which  the  tenant  is 
entitled  under  this  section  is  not,  in  fact, 
completely  illusory.  In  a  case  recently 
heard  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  (Cunliffe  v. 
Goodman)  the  Court  ruled  that  regard 
must  be  had  to  various  restrictions  on 
building  to  determine  whether  any  "  inten- 
tion "  to  demolish  could  be  formed  by  the 
landlord.  The  landlord  might  well  contem- 
plate pulling  down  the  building  but  it 
might  be  no  more  than  a  pious  hope  un- 
less and  until  the  various  consents  had 
been  obtained.  For  instance,  special  per- 
mission had  to  be  obtained  under  the  Town 
Planning  Act,  and  a  licence  to  build  had 
to  be  obtained  from  the  local  authority. 
Even  if  the  building  licence  were  obtained 
it  might  be  subject  to  such  terms  that  the 
proposition  to  demolish  and  rebuild  was 
not  worth  while  (the  building  licence 
might  provide  that  the  building  should  not 
be  sold  at  more  than  a  maximum  price, 
or  that  it  might  not  be  let  at  more  than  a 
maximum  rent).  In  those  circumstances 
the  owner  might  think  that  it  would  not  be 
a  commercial  proposition  for  him  to  incur 
the  expenditure  and  risk  of  demolishing 
and  rebuilding.  Unless,  at  the  end  of  the 
lease,  the  property  was  to  be  compulsorily 
taken  over  by  a  local  authority  and  de- 
molished, or  the  landlord  had  obtained 
his  planning  permission  and  his  building 
licence  and  had  still  maintained  his  inten- 
tion to  pull  down  the  property,  a  tenant 
could  not  claim  the  relief  to  which  he 
would  otherwise  have  been  entitled. 

Higher  Prices  for  Zinc  Oxide 

It  is  thought  that  prices  of  zinc  metal  in 
the  world  market  may  continue  to  rise 
unless  output  of  zinc  ore  is  substantially 
increased.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
American  Zinc  Institute,  an  official  of  the 
Economic  Co-operation  Administration 
said  that  mining  production  throughout  the 
world  had  failed  to  meet  the  demand  of 
smelters  in  the  past  two  years,  nor  was  any 


great  increase  in  output  during  the  ne 
few  years  expected.  However,  according 
a  writer  in  the  "  Economist,"  the  demar 
recently  for  zinc  concentrates  has  con 
largely  from  American  stockpiling  authoj 
ties.  In  Australia,  stocks  held  at  the  min 
have  been  high,  and  output  has  been  r 
stricted  until  they  were  reduced. 

United  Kingdom  selling  prices  of  zii 
are  pegged  to  retain  parity  with  U. 
prices.  On  May  2,  the  Ministry  of  Su 
ply  announced  a  rise  in  zinc  of  £2  p 
ton — the  fifth  rise  since  March  14,  ma 
ing  a  total  increase  of  £12  in  seven  weel 
At  the  last  increase,  zinc  oxide  prices  ro 
by  £1  15s.  per  ton;  with  that  change  rat 
became  higher  by  £10  10s.  per  ton  th; 
those  ruling  on  March  14.  The  curre 
price  (two-ton  lots)  for  B.P.  quality 
£103  15s.  compared  with  £74  10s.  prior 
the  devaluation  of  sterling. 

The  wisdom  of  the  Ministry's  pri 
policy  is  open  to  doubt.  Production 
zinc  in  the  United  States  (and  in  Sou 
America)  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few  co 
cerns,  and  they  have  tended  always  to  i 
prices  as  high  as  possible,  often  out 
line  with  the  current  economic  positio 
The  full  re-opening  of  the  London  Mel 
Exchange  would  undoubtedly  weaken  t] 
American  hold  on  prices,  though  the  pi 
sent  time,  when  American  demand  is  hig 
is  not  considered  the  most  opportune  f 
the  resumption  of  free  trading.

Notes  on  the  careers  and  brief  statements 
of  policy  by  the  sixteen  candidates  for 
election  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  are  given  in  the  paragraphs  below. 

Voting  papers  must  be  returned  by  noon, 
May  17. 

ARMITAGE,  George  Henry 

Qualified  in  191 2.  A  retired  branch 
manager  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  now  engaged  on 
locum  duties.  A  member  of  the  General 
and  Hours  of  Service  Committees  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  County 
of  London,  and  general  secretary  of  the 
Registered  Pharmacists'  Union.  A  past 
chairman  of  the  Finchley  Division  of  the 
North  London  Pharmacists'  Association. 
Was  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service,  and  of 
the  liaison  committee  with  the  British 
Medical  Association.  A  delegate  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  from  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee and  a  delegate,  representing  em- 
ployee pharmacists,  in  the  initial  stages 
of  the  proposed  Whitley  Council  for 
Pharmacy. 

Policy  :  The  Society,  as  the  govern- 
ing body  of  the  profession,  should: — (1) 
Inquire  into  and  formulate  a  policy  that 
will  clarify  the  position  where  ethics  and 
discipline  are  concerned.  (2)  Publish  the 
man-power  report  so  that  the  effect  on 
retail  pharmacy,  where  future  intake  is 
concerned,  may  be  assessed  in  relation  to 
the  proposed  new  education  curriculum. 
(3)  Overhaul  the  Branch  system.  (4)  Give 
women  pharmacists,  through  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists,  the 
same  recognition  as  that  afforded  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists.  (5)  Abolish 
its  power  to  make  by-laws  providing  for 
registration  as  Ph.C.  or  M.P.S.  without 
examination.  (6)  Introduce  proportional 
representation  on  the  Council.  At  pre- 
sent there  is  much  duplication  of  repre- 
sentation, so  that  the  Society's  negotiating 
powers  are  not  used  to  the  fullest  extent. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Committees'  constitu- 
tion provides  a  model.  (7)  Formulate 
strom;  liaison  with  the  medical  profession 
with  special  reference  to  N.H.S.  matters.

CANDIDATES  ADDRESS  LONDON  MEMBERS 


By  invitation  of  the  East  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
various  candidates  in  the  forthcoming  elec- 
tion of  seven  members  to  the  Council  were 
given  an  opportunity  of  addressing  Lon- 
don members  at  a  meeting  held  at  Blooms- 
bury  Square  on  April  28.  Mr.  L.  H. 
Moppett  (chairman  of  the  Branch),  pre- 
sided, and  the  eight  candidates  present 
spoke  in  alphabetical  order.  Members 
stood  in  silence  for  a  few  moments  as  a 
mark  of  respect  to  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
v/hose  death  (he  was  to  have  been  a  can- 
didate) was  announced  by  the  chairman. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Armitage  advocated  propor- 
tional representation  in  the  Council  elec- 
tions so  that  employees  would  be  certain 
of  representation.  He  urged  repeal  of  the 
clause  in  the  1908  Act  that  empowered 
the  Society  to  provide  for  the  regis- 
trations without  examination ;  what  had 
taken  place  in  19 14  and  19 19,  he  said, 
coupled  with  the  present  trend  of  events, 
made  further  dilution  a  possibility.  He 
supported  apprenticeship  before  quali- 
fication, and  recognition  for  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  on  the 
same  terms  as  applied  to  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin  declared  that  the 
pharmaceutical  scene  at  present  gave  no 
cause  for  satisfaction.  Above  all,  the 
Council  needed  employee  representation. 
Proprietor  pharmacists  should  consider  the 
position  of  employees,  and  should  co-op- 
erate in  establishing  a  new  agreement. 

Miss  M.  A.  Burr  said  that  unity  was 
again  the  keynote  of  her  policy.  She  was 
in  favour  of  ever-increasing  liaison  within 
pharmacy  and  with  other  allied  professions. 
In  education  she  favoured  a  policy  that 
would  produce  practising  pharmacists  but 
leave  the  door  open  for  specialisation.  The 
Society  should  foster  post-qualification 
courses  for  its  members  and  revision  of  the 
charter  to  strengthen  the  Branch  System. 


Mr.  W.  Cooper  urged  that  educatk 
was  the  prime  consideration  at  the  prese: 
time.  The  universities  were  unable 
provide  the  requisite  number  of  place 
The  speaker  advocated  greater  activi 
of  the  Society  in  National  Health  Servi 
matters,  and  favoured  a  revision  of  Secti( 
12  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  A( 
1 94 1,  to  give  greater  protection  to  tl 
public  (the  prime  purpose  of  the  Act). 

Mr.  J.  L.  Goulder  said  that  somethii 
must  be  done  to  persuade  enough  pharm 
cists  to  enter  shop  life.  The  Council  mil 
be  careful  not  to  tamper  with  education 
standards  in  a  downward  direction.  Tl 
Society  should  back  its  retail  members 
fighting  N.H.S.  cuts. 

Mr.  J.  Priestley  was  strongly  oppos< 
to   recognition   of   "  technicians  "  and 
the  introduction  of  health  centres. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Williams  said  he  stood  as 
Socialist,  believing  that  pharmacy  providf 
a  classical  example  of  the  trend  towar 
monopolies.  He  advocated  revision  of  tl 
charter  (a)  to  give  statutory  authori 
to  the  Branch  Representatives'  meetii 
to  lay  down  policy,  and  (b)  to  ensure  th 
only  elected  members  of  the  Council  shou 
vote  on  matters  of  policy.  The  prohit 
tion  of  advertisement  of  medicines  f 
certain  complaints  should  be  extended. 

Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  said  he  had  alwa 
taken  a  stand  against  too  academic  a  1  i  1 
in  education,  and  favoured  apprenticesh 
before  passing  the  Intermediate  examin 
tion.  The  National  Health  Service  cou 
not  greatly  concern  the  Council,  since  tl 
Society's  members  themselves  had  decide 
that  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Uni( 
should  be  called  into  being  to  look  aft 
the  business  interests  of  proprietor  pha 
macists.

The 
chemical  names  are  given  correctly  in  the 
extract  from  the  Act,  which  forms  the 
first  paragraph.  You  are  to  be  complimen- 
ted on  the  early  publication  of  this  infor- 
mation.

A  Call  for  Confidence 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  telegrams  and 
letters  that  are  bombarding  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  secretaries  at  the  moment,  a 
word  of  appreciation  of  the  constitutional 
machinery  may  have  the  effect  of  easing 
the  "  righteous  indignation  "  that  seems  so 
evident.  The  indignation  is  justified  but 
some  of  the  implications  of  the  letters 
might  prove  harmful  to  the  negotiations. 
I  enclose  the  text  of  a  memorandum  I 
have  circulated  to  my  colleagues  on  the 
Devon  and  Exeter  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, as  I  feel  it  may  have  a  wider 
application. 

[The  memorandum  is  partly  confidential. 
It  contains  the  following  passages  of  a 
general  character. — Editor.] 

Do  not  think  your  representatives  are  just  now 
doing  nothing.  I  assure  you  they  are  very  much 
alive,  and  using  all  the  constitutional  machinery 
and  legal  advice  in  contractors'  interests.  They 
give  you  an  undertaking  that  a  Conference  will  be 
called  to  hear  the  views  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  Representatives  before  a  decision  on 
their  part  is  made.  Chemists  have  accepted  the 
Whitley  Council  machine.  If  that  fails  to  reach 
an  agreement,  an  arbitrator  is  called  in,  and  his 
decision  is  binding  to  both  sides,  Ministry  and 
Contractors.  If  there  ever  was  a  time  for  chemists 
to  stick  together  it  is  now.

Many  sections  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
and  Fine  Chemicals  markets  have  ex- 
perienced rather  quiet  conditions  during 
the  past  week.  With  the  exception  of 
Zinc  oxide  (see  p.  581).  home-trade 
prices  are  unchanged.  It  is  understood, 
however,  that  Phenol  is  to  be  increased 
in  price  and  this  may  be  followed  at  a 
later  date  by  higher  prices  for  Aspirin, 
Salicylates  and  a  number  of  other  pro- 
ducts. The  recent  rise  in  costs  of  carri- 
age may  also  be  reflected  by  upward  move- 
ments in  prices  of  some  chemicals.  Man- 
delic  acid  is  in  good  request.  Botanical 
Drugs  are  still  meeting  with  only  a  small 
demand  and  in  a  few  instances  quoted 
prices  might  be  shaded.  Portuguese  Ergot 
is  an  easier  market,  but  is  attracting  little 
interest  as  consumers,  generally,  are  pre- 
pared   to    wait    for    new-crop  supplies. 

Unprecedented  Rhubarb  Situation 

Further  supplies  of  Rhubarb  were  landed 
a  few  days  ago  ;  they  have  been  found  to 
be  of  very  disappointing  quality,  and  can- 
not be  described  as  Chinese  rough-round 
root.  The  arrival  of  such  large  quantities 
of  inferior  rhubarb  is  unprecedented  and 
a  number  of  merchants  have  described 
several  of  the  parcels  as  being  the  poor- 
est material  they  have  seen.  Further  offers 
are  being  made  from  China,  but  in  view 
of  recent  experiences  importers  are  chary 
of  doing  business.  Agar  continues  in  mod- 
erate demand  at  former  prices;  it  is 
learned  that  supplies  recently  arriving  in 
the  s.s.  "  Glenorchy "  were  damaged  by 
sea  water,  as  a  result  of  a  fire  which  oc- 
curred in  that  vessel.  With  c.i.f.  indica- 
tions declining,  spot  holders  of  Buchu  are 
prepared  to  accept  lower  prices.  Practi- 
cally all  spot  supplies  of  cheaper  grades 
of  Tinnevelly  Senna  leaves  have  been 
sold,  while  indications  from  India  of  dry- 
crop  prices  continue  high  and  are  not  ex- 
pected to  decline  in  face  of  expected  heavy 
arrivals.  Nicaraguan  Ipecacuanha  is  an 
easier  market.  Spot  quotations  for  Cur- 
acao Aloes  are  higher,  with  most  of  the 
cheaper  material  sold.  Brazilian  Menthol 
has  been  firmer  in  tone  with  a  good  de- 
mand for  material  afloat.  In  Spices,  the 
market  for  Ginger  is  steadier,  while  spot 
quotations  for  Zanzibar  Cloves  are  un- 
changed. Gums  and  Waxes  have  attracted 
little  demand.  There  have  been  few  special 
features  in  Essential  Oils  markets. 
Further  import  licensing  relaxations  have 
brought  all  "  natural  "  essential  oils  into 
the  list  of  commodities  which  may  be  im- 
ported on  open  general  licence  when  origin- 
ating in  the  "permitted"  countries.  This 
is  reflected  to  some  extent  in  higher  prices 
for  Italian  Lemon,  but  it  is  understood 


that  during  the  last  few  days  there  ha 
been  indications  that  c.i.f.  prices  for  tl 
oil  are  tending  to  decline.  English-t 
pressed  Almond  oil,  B.P.,  is  dearer ;  pri< 
of  raw  material  have  moved  up  since 
control  just  over  a  week  ago.

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AUREOMYCIN  AND  GROWTH 

From  the  Lederle  Laboratories  Division, 
American  Cyanamid  Co.,  New  York, 
U.S.A.,  Drs.  E.  L.  R.  Stokstad  and  T.  H. 
Jukes  reported  to  the  annual  spring  con- 
ference of  the  American  Chemical  Society 
in  Philadelphia  recently  that  aureomycin 
fermentation  produced  a  growth  factor  for 
animals  (pigs,  chicks  and  turkeys)  in  addi- 
tion to  vitamin  Bi2.  The  amount  of  aureo- 
mycin needed  to  produce  a  growth  res- 
ponse was  small  (about  12  mgm.  per  lb.), 
and  when  the  drug  was  added  to  the 
ration  approximately  only  one-half  as 
much  vitamin  Bi2  was  required.  How  aureo- 
mycin worked  in  increasing  growth  was 
not  clearly  understood.  Since  other  anti- 
bacterial agents  with  widely  differing  che- 
mical structures  could  produce  similar 
effects,  it  seemed  unlikely  that  the  aureo- 
mycin was  serving  as  a  vitamin.  It  was 
more  probable  that  it  inhibited  growth  of 
certain  detrimental  micro-organisms  in  the 
intestinal  tract  which  might  rob  the  in- 
testine of  some  unknown  vitamin  or  pro- 
duce a  toxic  compound.  The  use  of  feed- 
ing supplements  containing  aureomycin 
promised  to  give  faster  growth  than  has 
been  obtained  on  many  diets  of  natural 
ingredients.
